tion is reserved exclusively for the men 
arch, and it never overshadows any other 
person 
however eminent

thing is observed in the sculptures of 
Babylon and Nineveh, m which the king 
alone is thus distinguished 
Of the 


ancient Mexican emperors it is likewise 
recorded that not only were they borne by 
relays of great nobles but also that four 
more nobles of high estate were appointed 
to uphold the sacred umbroHa which 
adde¥dlgnitytothe imperial procession 
Even ui the beginning of the present cen 
tury the Mohammedan ruler of Hindustan 
claimed a monopoly of the use of the 
sunshade, and no one was permitted to 
carry an umbrella in the imperial pres
